"The police call lights can be 
done in the future, when the 
light deparlmenl can handle it," 
he said. "We will pass that up 
for the present. 

"A brnke-tesling machine 
would cost $40. We should gel 
it for the sake of safety. It 
might also bring people to town." 

"Would you charge them?" 
asked Mayor Dr. S. J. fioyd; 

"No, it's for safety, nnd should 
ho done." said Mr. Dixon. 

Mr. Dixon then recommended 
an increase of $3 n week for the 
chief ami $1 a week increase per 
year up to a maximum of $35 
a week, or $1,820 a year. 

"Chief Sloss gels $25 n week, 
and $7 a week for car allowance. 
Seven dollars hardly pays for 
gas and repairs. Mount gets $22 
and $2,115 for an extra night. The 
chief is turning in his car for a 
new ear at a cost of $300. It! 
addition he has clerical duties to 
perform and relief to administer. 
lie is paid lower than similar 
officers in other towns." 

Mr. Dixon said that his com* 
mitlee felt that there should be 
more of a difference in salary 
between the constable and the 

chief. Mr. Dixon recommended 
that the constable should receive 
$1 a week per year increase up 
to a maximum of $28 a week, 
and that any now constables 
should slarl at $10 a week. 

"You might disagree with the 
scale suggested, hut the Idea of 
a scale is desirable, #o that con- 
stables will know where they 
are," said Councillor D. O. Mun* 

govan. "The chief is a very fine 

constable." 

"You arc binding men in the 
future who have as much intelli- 
gence us we have," said Mayor 
Dr. S. J, Boyd. "As men get 
older they don't get more effi- 
cient. I agree with the raise but 
not with tho scale" 

"My own idea Is that we are 
paying plenty for police protec- 
tion," said Deputy-Reeve Joseph 
Vale. "We are paying $2,500 
with a population of 3,700. 
Orillla is paying $3,800 with a 
population of 0,000. The chief 
has long hours, but the work is 
not onerous. In my opinion we 
should leave the salaries alone, 
hut It is hard to say; about car 
allowances. I would bo prepared

'A representative of the Canadian Dental 
/.Hygiene Council was in Newmarket recently

did riot represent the medical profession 
either, he indicated, for it was his purpose 
to : improve people's general health by 
improving" their denial health, and to make 
leaf work for both professions. His story, 
hia way, was that an apple a day keeps both 
doctor and dentist away. 
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We Lead, Others Follow 

; Anglo-Saxons, he said, have 97 per cent 
dental decay (though we did not understand 

; exactly what he meant), while southern 
Europeans have only 40 per cent decay and 
Australasian natives and northern Eskimos 
have no tooth decay. What is the reason? 
Southern Europeans eat a great deal of 
fruit (hence our remark about the apple a 
day), but the Eskimo do 'not. Div Thomp- 
son said that the answer is that the Eskimos 
eat natural foods, and that wherever natural 
foods, whether blubber or fruit, are a large 
part of the diet tooth decay is slight. He 
mentioned milk as an important natural 
mineral-containing food.

Anglo-Saxons, he said, eat an almost 
mineral-free diet, in spile of the fact that 
the teeth are 100 per cent mineral Unfor- 
tunately loo, he said, they finish their meals 
with refined carbohydrate foods, which get 
in between the teeth, form acids and eat into 
the enamel. When the pulp or nerve gets 
exposed bacteria develop and are carried 
into the blood-stream, causing arthritis or 
other bodily ills, It was too bad, Dr. 
lnompson said, that people do not have their 
dessert first and complete their meals with 
meat and vegetables. While carbohydrates 
between the teeth turn to acids, meats and 
fruits do not, lie said. Dr. Thompson does 
not try to upset such social conventions, but 
he does urge people to "wash" the food from 
between their teeth after every meal, and to 
have cavities filled immediately.

If it was to be white, 
hard soap for the hands, a dif- 
ferent method was followed. The 
soap was | M> u red into a box with 
cotton lining it. When cool it 
was cut into cakes for use. You 
could add many things to this 
£onp, viz., ammonia, borax, wash- 
ing soda, etc. 

The fats used were tallow 
from the cow that was killed for 
meal, or from the lamb or sheep, 
or it was pork fats, or pork 
nnd; which melted in the lye. 
When you consider how much 
soap and soap products cost now 
you can see how cheaply it was 
made then. 

Not very many years ago, a 
yearly batch of soap was made 
at an Kvershy farm where they 
burned good hard wood in the 
kitchen fire and leached the 
ashes. Hut those who made lhat 



them, cared for them there, while 
they watched, fascinated by the 
dancing sparks. 

There were and still are good 
old brick houses in this neigh- 
borhood. The brick was often 
made on the farm. The lime was 
burned there and the logs cut in 
the hush for the building. 

I often used to notice old frame 
buildings falling to pieces and 
not being made use of, simply on 
their last legs, till they shoud go 
to pieces. When asked what 
they were 1 was told these were 
cooper shops. Things have 
changed, Do you remember when 
we used barrels and kegs for so 
many things— a barrel of salt, a 
barrel of sugar (I remember as 
a very small youngster taking a 

small handful of sugar and hid* 
ing hehind the sugar barrel to 
eat it), flour barrels, and we had 
two always. There were apple 
barrels, hogsheads of mola=ses, 
coal-oil barrels.

I wrote (m article last autumn 
telling of a movement begun by 
tho vicar of St. Michael's. Ches- 
ter Square, in London, last 
spring, even before war was 
declared, to form a league of 
prayer and service, and mem- 
bers, both men and women, of 
organizations thro u g h o u l I lie 
empire were asked to Join. 

In Toronto on Thursday, Nov. 
2.1. a meeting was called by the 
mother superior of the Sisters of 
St. John the Divine, representing 
all the Protestant churches of 
Canada, (he Roman Catholic 
church, the Jewish church, the 
Salvation Army, tho Hod Cross 
Society, I.O.n.K., women's aux- 
iliaries, Women's Institutes Girl 
(iithlcs and many organizations 
in order to promote the League 
of Prayer find Service further, 
now that our empire Is at war. 
The mother superior presided, 
and stated the reasons for tho 
calling of the meeting. She ex- 
plained she had been asked to 
organize this "call to prayer," 
and she suggested they use exist- 
ing organizations Instead of 
forming a new one. 

The suggestion was that they 
use this prayer for peace with 
a few alterations, from the card 
provided by the League of 
Prayer and Service, which is 
now as follows: 

O God, the Father of us all, 
who has made of one blood all 
nations of men, mercifully 
receive the prayers that we offer 
for our anxious and troubled, 
world; for. those -.who perve, mid 



Give peace 
Lord, and fill my heart and the 
hearts of all men everywhere ' 
with the spirit of our Lord Jesus 

Christ. Amen. 

The suggestion was that 
wherever women's organizations 
meet together Hie peace prayer 
should be used, as welt as priv- 
ately in our own homes. She 
proposed that such meetings 
should he stopped at certain 
limes ami the prayer offered ... . 
perhaps at ten or eleven in the) 
morning, at three or four in the 
afternoon, and at nine in the 
evening. This would ensure 
that everyone at the meeting, 
late-comers and those who left 
early, would he able to share iu 
the prayer. She also suggested 
the prayer for IS o'clock noon, so 
that in this way the great power 
of i ii t e r cess I u n would ri<e 
throughout all Canada daily, as 
people carry on their normal 
activities. 

I have again copied out the 
prayer in order that our readers, 
who have not already obtained 
the card of the League of Prayer 
and Service from tho rector of 
Iheir church, may cut it out and 
paste It on a piece of cardboard 
and so have a copy always at 
hand.

Henry Ford is perhaps the 
world's finest business and 
executive leader at the present 
time and he is fully convinced 
of the favor-able economic posi- 
tion of the small town. Increas- 
ingly he is manufacturing 
different parts of his cars in 
small towns and then bringing 
them to a central assembly plant. 
I cannot presume on the indul- 
gence of the local papers, who 
have so generously given me 
space, by going into a detailed 
argument but enough has been 

said to show I have a strong 
case. 

Those who agree with me may 
say now, "What ore you propos- 
ing to do about this situation and 
how are you not only going to 
stop the present deterioration of 
the small towns but progressive- 
ly strengthen their position?" It 
is only possible through a 
province-wide and maybe dom- 
inion-wide organization which 
could conceivably be based on 
local boards of trade. Take, for 
example, the antiquated law that 
compels small towns to advertise 
tax sales in the Ontario Gazette 
which 99 per cent of thc people 
have never seen and perhaps 
never even heard about. There 
have been various isolated futile 
attempts to correct this anac 
hronism with no success, though 
public opinion, where it is 
informed, is definitely favorable 
to a change. Suppose, however, 
an organization which is based 
on local units in every town in 
Ontario went to the government 
asking that this be corrected 
with the tacit understanding that 
if tliis was not done they would 
go back to each town and print 
the government's answer in 
every local paper as an example 
of its lack of business efficiency 
and would also bring the matter 
up at thc local meeting?. I 
guarantee that this fossilized 

piece of- legislation would soon 
be a thing of the past. 

Such an organization with a 
business-like executive committ- 
ee could procure for thc small 
towns of this province justice 
and equal consideration with thc 
large cities in a surprisingly 
short period of time. Do not say 
that we should wait till the war 
is over before starting on this 
job. I ask. "Why wait?" A re- 
adjustment between city, town 
and farming community would 
be the best basis for solving nil 
our social and economic prob- 
lems and would so strengthen 
Ihis dominion that it would be 
better able to cope with the 
situation when hundreds of 
thousands of men and women \ 
will, be released from war work. 
For myself I live in a small 
town because I like the small 
town. I believe in it. 1 believe 
it is the best place to raise my 
children and I believe the cul- 
tural possibilities' are just as good 
as in the city if not better. Let 
us small town folk get out of the 
rut, cease to disparage ourselves 
and catch the vision of what. we 
could accomplish through united 
action. Over-centralization will 
bring thc totalitarian state with 
dictatorship and these dictators 
will either take awny our right 
to vote as of no importance and 
not worth the cost of an election 
or, if we have the right to vote, 
nearly half the people will not 
take the trouble to use it. On 
the other hand greater decentral- 
ization will strengthen our dem- 
ocratic form of government and 
put back more power in the 
hands of the people. 
De true to the vision which 
comes to thy heart, 
He true to its radiant gleam. 
For the things of tomorrow ore 
only a part, ! 

Of what is today but a dream.
